Pierce’s administration was Attorney-Gen­ 
eral of the United States. 
In ISG!) he was 
President of the National Democratic Con. 
vention which met at Charleston. 
In 
1874 
he received 
the appointment of 
Minister 
Plenipotentiary 
to 
Spain, 
and 
in 
1873 
was 
nominated 
for 
Chief Justice Lof the United States, but 
oa 
account 
of 
the 
nomina­ 
tion giving offense to some prominent poli- 
liclans, it was withdrawn. In comment- 
lug upon his death the Evening Wiscon­ 
sin says: 
“The career of Cushing should 
be impressed upon the young men of the 
nation. As a learned jurist he was equal 
to the first in the country ; as an orator 
few were more eloquent; as an individual 
few persona were more attractive. 
Y’et, 
when in the zenith of his power, he never 
fully enjoyed the confidence of the people, 
because ho was regarded as a man of no 
sincere convictions ;Jhe was ready to serve 
any party or any principle which would 
advance his personal interests ; in brief, 
he was a man of low moral nature, aud, 
therefore, the heart of the people never 
liuug to the able and fascinating Cush­ 
ing. *’

1 with corn w ithin the last fit teen years.

I had fourteen different ktods, and this year 
II got some ol the largest ears I ever raised 
I always select my seed corn in the tall, at 
husking time, and in the spring I sort 
them over again. 
Last spimg I took no 
ears that were less than twelve inches 
long; then I took oil 
three iucbta 
at the lip end and 
two inches at 
the butt end, and from these central grains 
I got cars fifteen inches long and from 
fourteen to sixteen rows. Several years 
ago I selected ears from stalks that had 
two ears, but the result was not nearly so 
satisfactory as from planting only central 
grains. My opinion Is, if farmers would 
be a little more careful in selecting their 
seed corn they would raise from five.to ten 
bushels more per acre than they do when 
they pick it out of the crib in the spring.—

Farmers are ever spoken of as much 
more contented than men living in c tie9 
and having numberless artificial wants. 
They seem, however, decidedly discontent­ 
ed, if we may judge by their complaints, 
i hey are always talking about material 
conditions ; their crops are a steady griev­ 
ance. Now that these are abundant, they 
are dissatisfied with prices, which are cer­ 
tainly low. But prices ot other things as 
well as crops, have been reduced, lf the 
farmer gets less for bis products, his ex­ 
penses are fess. 
During the flush times 
everything was inflated. 
If he received 
more he spent more. 
What cost #2 then 
can often be bought now for $1. Compar­ 
ing his condition with what the farmer’* 
was 50 or GO years since, he bas been the 
gainer. Fiour was then $2 50 to $3 a bar­ 
rel; corn and rye 33** cents a bushel; hut- ] 
ter IO and eggs S cents a pound. 
All that 
the farmer requires for nis family, except 
purbaps sugar and coffee, was dearer than 
it is to-day. Cotton goods and clothing 
have never been cheaper than now. 
lf 
the farmer will compare his state with that 
of most tradesmen who have passed through 
five years of depression and disaster he will 
find himself better off, as a rule, than they 
are. lf he has merely lived and kept out ] 
of debt—and the majority of farmers have 
at least been able to do aa well as this—he J 
is more fortunate than mechanics, trades- j 
men, and manufacturers generally.—yew 
T o ri Times.

This, therefore, was no test, 
evcQ had the length of time during which 
it was used been sufficient to determine 
anything reliable or definite on the sub­ 
ject, which was not the case. 
One, and 
oftener two months are regarded by ex­ 
perienced feeders as necessary to deter­ 
mine anything definite in experiments of 
this character. 
It is not claimed that by steaming food 
anything is added to its nutritive elements 
but that this process makes it more palata­ 
ble and more readily digested and assimi­ 
lated by animals does not admit of doubt 
It has been demonstrated by carefully 
planned experiments, time and again, con­ 
ducted by intelligent farmers,and by scion 
tide men, in different portions of the world, 
expressly to afford re.iable information on 
the subject to farmers and feeders every­ 
where. More of the nutritions properties 
of food arc utilized by it, and hence its 
economy, and there is increased health, 
thrift and comfort to the animals. 
The great stumbling block in the way of 
cooking or steaming food for stock among 
farmers is the commonly held opinion that 
the labor of feeding is largely increased 
besides the additional expense for fuel; but 
with the necessary arrangements and ap­ 
pointments for tdking care of live stock 
especially if the farm carries any consider­ 
able amount of it, the work may be more 
easily and cheaply performed than when it 
is done by ordinary methods.

appliances are easily obtained at compara- 
! tively small cost.

absorbing question.

An when an 
epidemic avails them, it is useless to dis­ 
cuss whether it came from abroad or is in- I 
digenous.or where It originally appeared. I 
The first consideration should be to study 
its diagnosis and apply a remedy. It mutt 
be remember: I that there are losses and 
nrsfortunes in every business.

What it Costa to f it Uo a Cheese Facto­ 


ry* 
This is a question which comes up quite 
frequently from persons contemplating in* 
vesting in the dairy business. 31r. E. A. 
Davison, of Gilroy, California, reports as 
below regarding the outlay he recently 
made tor a cheese factory at that place. 
Mr. Gilroy’s calculations are based upon 
usiDg the mUk of five hundred cows, and 
he says:
